accommodate a final commer- 
cial when it should have been 
terminated minutes earlier. 


At any rate, "60 Minutes" on 


Tuesday night, the fifth in the 
CBS series, was an absorbing 
program which covered four 
subjects during the hour, each 
with merits of its own. 


The show opened with an in- 


formal interview—apparently a 
sharply edited tape recording— 
with Sen. Edmund S. Muskie. 
He ranged from a post-mortem - 
on the recent election to a dis- 
cussion of the importance of a 
loyal opposition and of frank 
dissent. 


The second— and longest— fea- 


ture took up color discrimina- 
tion in the Britishisles. The sub- 
ject was timely because an Eng- 
lish antidiscrimination bill went 
though similarities between the 
American and British problems 
were striking, the commentator 
throughtfully permitted the view- 
er to make his own compari- 
sons. The piece however, may 
have been overly long, and in- 
spected the life and complaints 
a Pakistan family, an Indian 
physician in England.

mal soon. 


"Hayakawa will go out faster 


than Smith," Prof. Nathan Hare, 
Negro coordinator 
of the San 


Francisco State black studies 
program, said in San Francisco. 


"I can say without hesita- 


tion," Reagan said, Smith's re- 
signation "was not requested." 


Black and ethnic studies pro- 


grams and other demands from 
campus minority group students 
have been the focal point of 
demonstrations, a student strike 
and intermittent violence that 
kept 
San Francisco 
State's 


classes closed for most of the 
past three weeks. 


The campus has 18,000 stu- 


dents and about 1,100 faculty 
members. 


One demand calls for rein- 


statement 
of Black Panther 


George 
Murray, a part-time 


English instructor suspended by 
the college system's Chancellor 
Glen 
S. 
Dumke, early this 


month. Murray is being investi- 
gated by campus officials for 
reported remarks in speeches, 
such as urging Negro students 
to carry guns on campus. 


Smith also cited "desparate 


limitations 
in financial 
re- 


sources" as one reason for his 
request to return to work as an 
education professor. 


Smith said one reason for his 


resignation was "inability to 
reconcile effectively the con- 
flicts between the trustees and 
chancellor, the faculty groups 
on campus, the militant student 
groups and political forces of 
the state." 


Smith had agreed to discus- 


sion of the issues during cam- 
pus-wide convocations which su- 
perceded classes, although trus- 
tees had ordered normal cam- 
pus routine resumed following a 
shutdown Nov. 13-20.

Poor Hext on 
HEW Program 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare has launched 
its second major program in 
two weeks— this one aimed at 
providing legal aid for poor peo- 
ple with sucli problems as di- 
vorce, eviction or bill collec- 
tions. 


Officials said tlie new pro- 


gram primarily will benefit ru- 
ral welfare recipients but will 
supplement programs already 
available to the poor in cities. 


The program was authorized 


by Congress in 1967. HEW Sec- 
retary Wilbur J. Cohen said 
Tuesday it has taken this long to 
work out details, 


Cohen said it would nut be 


possible to estimate cost until 
states begin applying for funds.

of most welfare applicants and

squads, detaclunents and batta- 
lions. Under adult commanders 
they practice drill, firing, the 
use of gas masks, other military 
skills and rendering medical 
aid. 


The program introduced by 


the Kremlin leadership is being 
widened tin's year. Marshal Ivan 
Bagramyan, the World War II 
hero 
who lias charge, 
this 


month ordered Pioneer units 
wliich had not taken part before 
to do so in 1968-69. 


Soviet children from 10 to 15 


belong to the Pioneer organiza- 
tion, which provides group ac- 
tivities and Communist indoctri- 
nation. 


Older boys get more sopliisti- 


cated military training the last 
two years beJfore being drafted 
at 18. The Kremlin decreed this 
in 19C7, also reducing the draft 
age one year. 


The defense minister, Mar- 


sltil Andrei Grechko, explained 
that the Soviet Union was "tak- 
ing 
all 
steps necessary 
to 


strengthen its defenses." 


The Soviet Union dropped the 


schoolboy soldier program after 
World War n. 


The boys' training units, even 


for the youngest, have their po- 
litical commissars alongside the 
military commanders, just as in 
the Soviet armed forces. They 
also have their miliitary newspa- 
pers and political information 
classes. 


From the start boys are told 


how they should tliink and in- 
stilled with patriotic feelings. 


One oi their uisks as "young 


army men," the term used here, 
is to visit sights associated with 
tlie heroes of communism in the 
Revolution and World War II. 
They are also introduced to 
servicemen and veterans, who 
tell them about great deeds done 
for (lit- motherland. 


On military holidays, of wliich 


there are many, the boys' units 
are inspected as they drill and 
march. Each has its own bugler 
aud drummer. The "young ar- 
myraen" wear their red Pioneer 
scarfs in lieu of a uniform, and 
the officers have insignia of 
stars like those of the regular 
branches of the service. 


Competitions are held on the 


regional, provincial and republ- 
ic levels to pick out the detach- 
ments wlu'ch excel in military- 
like excercisfcs. A final in June 
produces 
the wijiner for the 


country. Tliis unit receives a big 
medal proclaiming "victor" to 
attach to its bundle.

Four Tests Available 
On Thyroid Function 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What is meant by high 


or low metabolism? 


A—Metabolism is the con- 


tinuing process of breaking 
down and replacing body 
tissues. When it occurs at a 
high or accelerated rate, the 
usual cause is an overactive 
thyroid. 


Q—To determine the con- 


dition of one's thyroid, is it 
necessary to enter the hospi- 
tal for a metabolism test? 


A—Four tests of thyroid 


function have almost com- 
pletely supplanted the old 
basal metabolic rate. They

Q—What can be done for 


an overactive thyroid? 


A—Several drugs that sup- 


press thyroid activity are 
available but they are useful 
chiefly to' get a patient in 
good physical condition for 
surgical removal of a part 
(usually about 6/7) of the 
thyroid since this operation 
gives the best chance for 
l a s t i n g (not necessarily 
permanent) improvement. 


Q—Should medication be 


prescribed following a thy- 
roid operation to prevent re- 
currence? 


A—Not routinely. There is 


a thin dividing line between 
the removal of too much or 
too little of the gland. If too 
much is removed, thyroid 
extract must be given and, 
if too little, a thyroid sup- 
pressant is required. 


Q—I had an operation for 


an overactive thyroid in De- 
cember 1967, I took thyroid 
pills for a w h i l e , then I 
stopped. Now I have palpi- 
tation, I am always sleepy 
and my vision is blurred. 
Could this be because I 
stopped taking the thyroid

A—If you have a defi- 


ciency of thyroid hormone, 
this might account for your 
drowsiness. On the other 
hand, an overactive thyroid 
might cause your palpita- 
tion. Neither extreme is 
characterized by blurred 
vision. Why not quit guess- 
ing and have your doctor 
find out what is wrong? 


Q—I have a toxic thyroid. 


Is there any danger of can- 
cer? 


A—Toxic thyroid does not 


predispose to cancer. 


Q—After a thyroid opera- 


tion, is it still possible to get 
pregnant? 


A—Yes, unless there is 


some other reason for a 
failure to conceive.

Home Grown 
Turkey* 
Arkonsans

NASHVILLE, Ark, (AP) -* 


When 
Arkansas families sit 


down 
this 
Thanksgiving and 


Christmas to feast on a turkey, 
more than likely it will be one 
raised in Arkansas with the 
help of a computer. 


That doesn't mean the turkey 


will taste differently, of course, 
unless for the better, because 
the Mountaire Poultry Co. of 
North Little Rock lias been us- 
ing a computer system to plan 
the menus for turkeys the past 
two years, 


Earl Whitaker, director of nu- 


trition and quality control at the 
firm's production plant here, 
said the computer-prescribed 
diet "takes away the guesswork 
and reduces errors in blending 
turkey feed." 


The computer-planned menu 


is an idea born for economic 
reasons because it allows the 
plant to use the most economic 
feed at the time in the turkey's 
diet. 


For Instance, Whitaker ex- 


planed, if the price of a high 
protein grain should jump con- 
siderably 
in price, then the 


computer can say in a matter 
of minutes how much of a llower 
priced and lower protein feed 
should be used. 


Whitaker said he could do the 


same thing but that it would 
take him much longer, plus run 
the possibility of making a hum- 
an error. 


"This enables us to produce 


a quality product as econom- 
ically as possible," he said. "We 
are extremely pleased with the 
results." 


Whitaker said It takes about 


24 weeks to produce a 28-pound 
turkey and that the diet require- 
ments will change about six 
times during this time. He said 
the diet is based on the turkey's 
age because as it gets older it 
needs less protein, and when 
the turkey gets close to the de- 
sired weight, the diet changes 
from high protein to high en- 
ergy. 


If the diet is based on age, 


then why couldn't the computer 
deliver 
various formulas at 


various age levels only once? 
Whitaker said it probably could 
be done this way except for 
such things as a cliange in en- 
vironment. He said the turkeys 
"finished off in the summer re- 
quire a different feed than in 
the winter time." And he said 
new scientific research materi- 
al is always being fed the com- 
puter. 


Whitaker outlines the basic 


nutritional requiremen of the 
company's 
poultry, then the 


computer selects the ingredients 
needed to meet them. 


Throughout the process of 


planning turkey diets, the com- 
puter must develop food formu- 
las in which the ingredients will 
mild together into solid pellet 
form, he said. 


Mountaire lias the capacity 


of producing 2G million pounds 
of broilers, too. Last year it 
processed 
eight million 
live 


pounds 
of 
turkeys, 
which 


worked out to six and a half 
million pounds put on the table.

upper righthand corner with the 
Idiotic printed message "Place 
Stamp Here," 


Like many business firms and 


governmental agencies (includ- 
ing the Post Office Department 
Itself) The Star leases a post- 
age meter, whose operation Is 
easier and faster than the busi- 
ness of licking stamps. But the 
meter's postage imprint Is illeg- 
ible when the corner of the enve- 
lope reserved for a stamp Is al- 
ready filled with type. So you 
have to make the meter's Im- 
print on gummed tape and paste 
the tape on the envelope— put- 
ting you back In the business of 
licking stamps. 


We opened our campaign in 


The Star of Oct. 17, naming three 
clobberers of the stamp space:
